Then the French 
King tooke his Leave of the Queene 
his Wife, and of the Queene his Mo- 
ther, and of the Duches of Orle- 
aunce, and of all the other Ladies of 
Fraunce, and the ſame Daye hearde 
a moſt ſolemyne Maſſe in our Ladie 
Churche in Paris, and he ſayde that 
he propoſed neuer to returne again 

to Paris untill he had bene firſt in 
England. And the next Day early 

he rode to Senliſe: But all this while 
the Duke of Berry was ſtill in his 
Countrie of Berrye, although great 
Prouiſion were made for him, both 
in Flandyrs and at Scluyſe. And 
hkewiſe the Duke of Burgoyne was 
then in his Countrie, but he forth- 
with toke his Leaue of the Ducheſſe, 
and of his Children, and determined 
to take his Leave of his great Aunt 
the Ducheſſe of Brabant, and fo he 

departed out of Bourgoyne, and roade 


in great Eſtate, and the Admyrall of 


Fraunce in his Company, and Sir 
Cuy of Trenoyll, and ſo they came 
to Bruxelles, and there found the 
Duches of Brabant and other Lad yes 
th . G2 who 
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who receued him with great Ho- 
nour. And two Dayes he taryed 
there with them, and then tooke his 
Leaue, and from thenet he road to 
Ane in Henault, and there he 
found his Daughter the Ladic of 
Oftreuant, and Duke Aubert, and 
his Sonne, Sir William of Henauls 
Erle of Oftrenant, who receyued the 
Duke with great Joy, and ſo brought 
him to Ualenciens. And the Duke 
was lodged in the Erles Palace, and 
Duke Albert in the Lodgyng of Li- 
congnet, and the Ladie of Oſtreuant. 

And from thence: the Duke roade to 
Doway, and ſo tò Arras, and there

And when 
the Poore pitifully called upon them 
for ſome Amendes, they aunſwered, 


as nowe we haue no Siluer to pay, 


but when we returne we will bring 
inough, and then cuery Thing ſhall 
be fully aunſwered and payde. But 
when the poore People ſaw their 
Goodes thus taken away and ſpent, 
and that they durſt not complaine 
thereof, they curſſed them betwene 
their Teeth, ſaiyng, Get ye into 
England, or to the Devill, and Gd 
graunt that ye neuer returne againe.

The French King came nowe to Lie 
in Flaundyrs, and his two Uncles 
with him, the Duke of Burgoyn, and 
the Duke of Burbon, for as yet the 
Duke of Berrey was behinde in his 
ayyne Country, and made Prouiſion 
for his Journey. And with the King 
at Lille was the Duke of Barre, the 
Duke of Loreyn, the Erle of Armi- 
nac, the Erle of Sauoy, the Erle 
Dalpyn of Anneringe, the Erle of 
Genewe, the Erle of Saint Paule, the 
Erle of Eve, the Erle of Longucuile, 
and other great Lordes of Fraunce, 
in ſuch Number as I am not able 
(ſayth Froiſſart) to name them. The 
Report was, that there ſhould paſſe 
into England xx. thouſand Knights, 
and Squiers, which certeinly were 
a goodly Company, alſo xx. thou- 
fand Crosbowes, and xx. thouſand of 
other Men of Warre, which were 
Perſons that ſhould enter into Exg- 
land, and remaine in the Fielde, 
beſyde, all the full Furniture of the 
whole Nauie upon the Sea.

his Buſineſſe and Nauie, and was 
appoynted to bring with him the 
Cloſure of the Fielde made of Tym- 
ber, whereof mencion is made before. 
And with the ſayde Sir Oliuer Ch/- 
on Counſtable of Fraunce, ſhoulde 
come out of Briteyn the beſt 
 Knightes and Eſquiers therein, as 
the Vicount of Rhoan, the Lorde 
of Rays, the Lorde of Beawmanoar, 
the Lorde of de la Rale, the Lorde 
of Rochefort, the Lorde of Male- 
ſtroyt, Sir John of Maleſtroyt, and fiue 
hundreth Speares Britons choſen Men 
of Warre.

they would haue put the Countrie 
in great Feare, and fo they ſhould 
a done without all doubt. For 
the great Lordes both Spirituall and 
7 —. and the People of the 
good Townes of England were in 
great doubt: But the Commons and 
poore People made {mall. Accompt 
thereof, no more did the poore Gen- 
tlemen, for they deſyred the Warre, 
eyther to leaſe, or to winne all.

Journey of going into England-But 
his long tarryeng was very diſplea- 
faunt unto the King, and to the Duke 
of Burgoyn, and to the other Lords, 
for they would fayne haue bene 
gone. Still great Prouiſion was made, 
which was very coſtly and dere un- 
to them, for that which was not 
woorth two Shyllings, they payde x 
Shyllings, and yet they would nedes 
have it, for euery Man deſired to be 
well furniſhed in manner of an Enuie 
that euerie Man deſired to be bet- 
ter appointed than other. And 
though the great Lordes were well 
payde their Wages, other poore Fel- 
lowes bought the Bargayne full dere,

of Accompts ſayde. Sirs content you 
untill the next Weeke, and then ye 
hall be payde, and ſo they were 
aunſwered weekly. And if any Pay- 
ment were made unto them it -was 
but for eyght Dayes, when they 
owyng eyght Wee kes. So that 


were 
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ſome of the wiſer ſorte, when they 
ſa we thys maner of delayng, and 
how they were ſo euill payde, they 


vere much offended and ſayde, this 
Voyage will be of a ſmall Effect: 
For it is moſt likely, or at the leaſt 


to be greatly ſuſpected, that ſone 


as the Money is collected and ga- 
thered of ſuch Taxes as were let, 


that then they will break this Jour- 


ney-and returne Home agayne into 
their awne Countreys,and thoſe which 
calt theſe Doubts, and prouided 


for themſelues, were wiſe, But the 
poore Gentlemen and common Sold- 


yours, who had ſpent all that euer 
they .had, and cuery thing was ſo 
deere in Flawidpre, that hard 1t was 
to get eyther Bread or Drinke, and 
ſpecially if any were in ſuch Neede 
(as there were a great Number) to

And in this Tyme the 
Conſtable of Fraunce departed from 
Leutrixger, ſtandyng on the Sea Side 
in Briteiue, with a great Number of 


Men of Armes and Prouiſion. He 


had Ixxu. great Shippes, and he 
had with him the Cloſure of the 
Fielde made of Tymber. And the 
Conſtable and his Companie had 
good Winde at the Begynnyng : 
But when they approached. neere to 
| England, the Winde roſe fo Fierce- 
ly, and was ſo tempeſtuous about 
the centric of Mergate, and the 
Thamys Mouth, that whether they 
would or not, their Shippes were 
ſcattered, fo that xx kept not toge- 


| ther, and ſome were driven perforce 


into Thamys, and they were taken by

Londoners. . But the Conſtable and other 
Lords with much Paine. came to Sciiſe to 
the French King. Of, the Conſtable's com- 
myng and his Companie, the French King 
was right joyfull, and the King fayd unto 
him: Sir Conſtable, when ſhall we depart, 
certainly I haue great Deſyre to ſee Eng- 
land, and therefore I pray you ſet forth 


all things with ſpede, for mine Uncle 


the Duke of Berry will be here within

theſe two Dayes. Sir, quoth the Con- 


theFrench ſtable, we cannot depart untill the Wind 


ſerue us, and againe the Tempeſt is ſore and 
great: Then faid the King, I haue bene in 
my Veſſell upon the Sea, and the Ayre 
thereof leafeth me right wel, and I belicue 
1 ſhall be a good Mariner, for the Sea did 
me no hurt. In the Name of God quoth 
the Conſtable, it hath done hurt to me, for 
Sir we were in great Perill comming from 
Briteyn hether. The King demaunded how 
fo? Then the Conſtable ſayd, by Fortune 
of the Sea, and great Windes that roſe a- 
gainſt us vpan the Frontiers of England. 
And Sir, we have loſt both of our Ships and 
Men, for the which I am right ſorry, but 
now there is no R J. Fus the King 
and the Conſtable deuiſed in Words: But 
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ſtill the Tyme paſſed away and Winter ap- 
proached, and the Lords lay there in great 
Cold and Perill. The Flemyngs alſo were 
very loth that they ſhould returne againe 
through their Countrie, and ſaid among 
themſelves: Why the deuill doth not the 
French King paſſe into England? what 
meaneth he to tarry ſo long in this Coun- 
try? Are we not pore enough, though the 
French King make us no porer? And to be 
ſhort, all the whole Country of Flaundyrs 
began to mutter and cry out upon them. 
At the laſt the Duke of Berry came to The co- 
Seluſe to the King and the King ſayd unto ng of 
him.
